SEFS NEW YEAR BOMBING 


From the fourth floor of a build- 
ing on Barcelona’s main street, this 
correspondent saw bombs fall along 
a line that went through the heart 
of the town’s residential quarter. 

To celebrate New Year’s Eve, the 
Italian assassins from Majorca did 
not make any pretense of bombing 
military objectives. 

For the first time since the 
March days, bombs dropped higher 
uptown than the Plaza de Cata- 
lunya, Barcelona's Times Square. 

The alarm had gone on some 
four minutes back and searchlights 
were stabbing the sky when 1 heard 
the whistle of the first bombs.

Years Ago „ 


® Two men stand out in American history 
as symbolic of the lofty principles of the 
Emancipation Proclamation, the historic 
document which came into being 76 years 
ago, on Jan. 1, 1863. 


They are Abraham Lincoln, the Great 


Emancipator,” and Frederick Douglass, the 


_ heroic Negro Abolitionist. 


Working together, they gave the first 
world-resounding blows to the reactionary 
forces which would divide Negro and white 
in order to oppress the Negro, and, at the 
same time, keep the whole of America in 
darkness. 

The 76th Anniversary of this truly Amer- 
ican document recalls not alone the emancipa- 
tion of the Negro people, but also the col- 
laboration of the Negro and white people to- 
ward further democracy and progress. 

Lincoln affixed his immortal signature to 
this document as President of the United 
States. But as leader of all progressive Amer- 
ica he realized that the ending of slavery was 
essential to the upward development of the 

‘Frederick Douglass was a co-worker of 
Lincoln, rallying his people to united strug- 
gle with the progressive white people of his 
day as the effective means of bursting t 
bonds of inhuman slavery. 

Out of this unity, forged in the fires of 
the Civil War, came the 13th, 14th and 15th 
Amendments, which supposedly guaranteed 
the equality and full citizenship of the Negro 
people in every phase of American life. But 
as noble as was the Emancipation, there re- 
mains to be cleaned up those nests of reac- 
tion which have not yet accepted it. 

There are the Southern “unreconstructed 
rebel” reactionaries and their Tory Repub- 
lican allies in tlie North. There are lynch- 
ings, Scottsboro cases, discrimination, jim- 
crowism, segregation, and various kinds of 
vicious oppression against the Negro people. 

This 76th Anniversary requires a re-dedi- 


“cation of the American people to the fight to 


end this oppression once and for all. Most 
important, it necessitates the passage at this 
session of Congress, operling tomorrow, of the 
anti-lynching bill, symbolic of fhe whole fight 
for Negro rights. : 
Thus, as in 1868, will the cause of progre 

and democracy be advanced for all Amer- 
icans.
